This Month Id Like To Share A Few Thoughts Inspired 
By The Passing Of Dave Bell, W6AQ 

| have been thinking about the recent passing of Dave Bell ,W6AQ. He 
will surely be missed. We stand on the shoulders of giants. Dave had lots of 
resources and talents that he turned toward ham radio- more than most. He 
has certainly left his mark on Ham Radio and the lives of many of us. He was 
surely one of the giants among us. 

Even if we ourselves aren't as broad shouldered as Dave or have his 
resources, many shoulders make light work and great progress. Certainly 
our club has many members who were helped by hams who were able to 
accomplish a great deal and who themselves have contributed a great deal in 
building ham radio in the present and moving it into the future. However, we 
will not be able to pass on our enthusiasm and skills unless there are people 
to pass it on to. 

| get asked the same question all the time: “How do we get young people 
involved in ham radio?”. It is a good question. Our club and our friends are 
getting older and older and there don’t seem to be many young people that 
are interested in replacing us. People have told me that the kinds of kids 
we were, when we got started just don’t seem to be getting into the hobby. 
Traditionally we have been at fairs, field days, conventions, out doing public 
speaking and handed out mountains of literature. The results have been 
very, very, small. As an example, after weeks of having a ham station and 
information at a local County Far, it produced no new members in any local 
club. We spend mountains of time on traditional approaches to attracting new 
members and have produced less than 0.01% results. That is one out of ten 
thousand. That may even be high. It is nearly the same result as sending out a 
random mailing. 

For me the question still stands- what is the most productive method of 
attracting new members? The board has decided to improve some procedures 
at the meetings to encourage people who visit to become members and that 
may help us in the “near field”. More on that later. 

A few times, and | mean almost once in a generation, opportunities 
come along that can attract new members. The challenge is to translate 
our motivation that we experienced to the motivation young people are 
experiencing now. Remember the interests young people have are the same 
generation to generation. How they express it is different. We need to identify 
those interests and provide them with a way of expressing it. 

There is one of those once in a generation opportunities going on now. It 
is called Maker Faire. A number of our members who are also members of 
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the San Bernardino Microwave Society have been working on participating and demonstrating microwave 
communications to great effect in front of nearly 250,000 people a year at several Faires. The Faire attracts 
people of all kinds who like to make things. Some are fanciful constructions and other are new practical 
inventions. The gathering in the Bay area attracts hundreds of thousands of people who are tailor made for an 
exposure to ham radio. The Microwave group uses the banner, “Not your father’s Ham Radio”. This approach 
has been successfully numerically and several projects are in the works that will further the effort. It is 
successful because it is targeted and appropriate to the group. Dennis W6DQ and Wayne KH6WZ have been 
leading the effort. 

DXing has its special attraction and niche in ham radio, and something that newcomers can easily be inspired 
to pursue. Think of the dream that got you into DXing. For me it was simple. | talked to a station out of state as 
a novice. | put together the components of a station and got it working through mostly trial and error and some 
elmering. | soon | was on the prowl for stations | considered DX. | quickly got hooked on the pursuit. It was, 
and is, exciting. | suspect many of the rest of us had similar experiences. My wife, Helen, after working her first 
DX, Said, “My little signal went all over the world. That is amazing”. | is amazing. Of our own imagination and 
effort we can put together a thing that will communicate with other people with similar apparatus. It goes far 
beyond the cell phone or computer. It has a satisfaction that buying a cell phone doesn’t have and touches a 
nerve in young people. 

Many people have said that modern technology has drowned out ham radio. | don’t think it is true. It isn’t true 
because we haven't correctly described what we do and targeted an audience that has the same perspective. 
After all, in the old days, we could have used a telephone to call any of the people we QSO'd, but we didn’t, 
because it wasn’t a challenge. We wanted to do it ourselves. That desire is still the same in young people today. 
That is precisely what Maker Faire is about and those are the experiences that those Faire goers are looking for. 
How can we attract their attention and attendance? 

There is more to say and more that needs to be said about what we could do. I'll be talking about it more in 
the next several months in the newsletter and including details about local efforts and how and what we could 
do.

e A legal photo ID (driver's license, passport) or Two forms of non-photo ID; e.g., birth certificate, social 
security card, library card, utility bill or other business correspondence with name of the examinee as it 
appears on the Form 605 and current mailing address. 
e Your Social Security Number (SSN) or FCC-issued Federal Registration Number (FRN). 
e If applicable, the original and a photocopy of your current Amateur Radio license and any Certificates of 


Successful Completion of Examination (CSCE) you may have from previous exam _ session. 
(Photocopies will not be returned.) 


e Two number two pencils with erasers, and a pen. 
e Acalculator with memory erased and formulas cleared (no iPhones, iPads, etc.). 
e Test Fee: $15.00 (cash or check). 


If you fail an element and wish to retake it, we are required to charge an additional test fee. If you pass an 
element, we typically offer and encourage you to take the next element. We do not charge an additional test 
fee for this and it gives you the opportunity to see what the next exam element is like!
